When it was sub jected to 
another test, how ever, it was found 
to contain an am azingly large num b er 
of germs. 
The general run of clean 
m ilk should not contain m ore than 1000 
germs to the cub ic centim eter, and 
even this seems a pretty high average 
to the consum er, who has to entertain 
the germs. 
Dr. J. N. H nrtv has or 
dered tha t the diseased cows b e used 
no m ore in the dairy from w hich the 
m ilk came.

T his com m ittee was instructed to 
d raft a b ill and then present the m eas­ 
ure to the b ar association for its a p ­ 
proval.

The 
chief ob jection is tha t it is too general 
in its provisions. 
“ It covers State, 
county, 
tow nship 
and 
m unicipal 
fu n d s,” said a law yer who is in tere st­ 
ed. 
“ Since going over the m easure 
the com m ittee lias decided that the 
S tate feature should b e separated from 
the other—in other words there should 
b e a separate m easure providing for 
the disposition of S tate fu n d s.” 
M emb ers of the com m ittee sav the 
b ill w ill b e revised b efore it goes to 
the association. 
It is felt tha t it w ill b e easier to get 
a b ill disposing of S tate funds through 
the L esislature than a general b ill re ­ 
latin g to all pub lic funds. 
“ No one could ob ject to a S tate b ill, 
w hile there m ight b e ob jection to fe a ­ 
tures of a general b ill.” said a la w ­ 
yer.

The bill has received m ore atten tion 
from the sen ate an d from the coun try 
at large th at an y m easure th at has 
been before con gress sin ce the repeal 
of the purchasin g clause of the Sher­ 
man act in 1893. 
It was reported to 
the sen ate on Feb. 26 an d was mad e 
the un fin ished busin ess on March 12. 
From M arch 12 to May 4 the bill was 
un d er gen eral d iscussion w ithout lim­ 
itation on the d uration of speeches, 
fifty-eight of which w ere d elivered . 
For tw elve d ays the bill has been 
un d er con sid eration un d er a rule lim ­ 
itin g speeches to fifteen m in utes each. 
The d ebate has at all tim es been 
earn est an d an im ated , but for the 
most part n evoid of person ality as be­ 
tween sen ators, the past few d ays, 
however, havin g called out some caus­ 
tic criticism s of the Presid en t an d of 
some n ew spaper correspon d en ts .by 
Sen ator Bailey. 
In ad d ition to passin g the bill, the

The on ly am en d m en t ad opted was the 
on e offered T hursd ay by Sen ator Tel­ 
ler elim in atin g the word s “in its jud g­ 
m en t" from the power given to the 
in terstate com m erce com m ission to 
fix rates. 


The Object of the Measure. 
The prin cipal purpose of the rail­ 
road rate bill ju st passed is to perm it 
the in terstate com m erce com m ission 
to fix rates. 
The provision con ferrin g 
this authority is foun d in the fourth 
section of the bill, which am en d s Sec­ 
tion 15 of the in terstate com m erce 
law* so as to accom plish this result. 
T hat section d irects the commission 
to in vestigate com plain ts of un just 
an d un reason able charges on the part 
of the common carriers in the tran s­ 
portation of person s or property 6 r of 
regulation s or of practices affectin g 
such charges. 
It also authorizes an 
in quiry as to w hether the rate prac­ 
tices are un justly d iscrim in atory or 
un d uly preferen tial or prejud icial or 
otrerw ise in violation of the act, an d 
in case an y of these con d ition s are 
foun d to exist the com m ission is em ­ 
powered to d eterm in e an d prescribe 
what will be the just an d reason able 
maximum rate an d what regulation 
or practice is just, reason able an d 
fair. 
Further, authority is given the 
com m ission to en force its ord ers, an d 
they are to go in to effect within thirty 
« lays an d con tin ue in force for two 
year» un less suspen d ed , mod ified or 
set asid e by the com m ission or by a 
court of com peten t jurisd iction . O ther 
powers con ferred by this section are:
